When tbo announce 
mont was made a few months ago that 
•tho Imperial government bad pur- 
chased an interest in the Suez Canal 
it was thought that having secured the 
highway to India she would give bor 
self no further trouble about Turkish 
affairs; but it is now plain from later 
movements that should there bo a par- 
tition of Turkey, Disraeli is deter- 
mined that Great Britain shall secure 
a share of tho territory. The steady 
encroachment of Russia on India by 
laud is regardod with disfavor' 
at London; uud the feoliug there has 
always been that should Rusda ac- 
quire a seafrout on the Mediter- 
ranean, G.ieat Britain will only, be 
able to hold her Indian Empire by- 
force, the cost of maintaining which 
on a war footing in time of peace 
would be almost as devastating to, the 
country as a groat war. It is evident 
that a bloody struggle is approaching. 
The catastrophe may bo delayed a few 
months at most, but the war cloud is 
banging over all Europe. Tho parts 
that Austria, Germany, Franco and 
Italy will play in the tragedy can only 
be conjectured as yet. But the suc- 
cess of the Russians in Turkey would 



a million of soldiers by an order, and 
within fearfully wide limits ho can dic- 
tate the policy of his country. He 
must seek tho advantage of Russia and 
the possession of Constantinople, but 
the road to his ends is left for him to, 
choose. If the Czaraom is entrusted 
to tho Cesarevitch instead of Alexan- 
der, even for a time, there must bo a 
change of Russian policy which all 
Europe will sooner or later feel. The 
two men are widely different, and 
their sympathies are as different as 
their characters. The father is a Ger 
man, tho son a Russian. The lather is 
a dreamer, the son a man of action. 
The father has known deep adversity 
— for the failure in the Crimea was 
felt in the Winter Palace as bankrupt- 
cy would be felt in a London middle, 
class bouse — tho sou has lacked that 
chastening experience. Above all, if 
we understand anything of tho two 
characters, the father is a self-distrust- 
fuli man, who seeks . advice and sees 
obstacles; tho son an absolutely self- 
trusting maun, ono in whoso mind to 
will and to act are almost synchronous 
omotions. He is even Qr edited, though 
that may bo mere gossip, with tho ten- 
dency to violent imponousuoss which 
has marked at different times. so many 
princes of his House. Differences such 
us these in an absolute Sovereign 
modify policy, nnd though, no doubt, 
tbo ideas of an Heir- Apparent are but 
a poor guide to those of the same mau 
us Sovereign, still individuality can 
never bo wholly suppressed, and the 
hfgneo't stulosmuu in Russia must be 
tii at of all a courtier. Whether it is 
true that Czar Alexander loved Ger- 
many, while tho Regent Alexander will 
detest her; that tiio one looked to his 
uncle as a friend, while tho other will 
seek an ally in Paris; that tho father 
waa influenced by Germans, while the 
son responds to tho intense Danish 
distrust of Germany, we do not know, 
but the mere fact that such differen- 
ces should be discussed shows tho 
magnitude of the questions to be af- 
fected by any change. That Czar 
Alexander, whether from policy or 
temperament, avoided war is certain; 
while it is nearly equally suro that tho 
Regent Alexander, even if ho shares 
bis father's view as. to the advantages 
to be gained by letting Russia grow, 
will infuse more energy, more 'vis,' 
mora peremptoriuess into tho national 
diplomacy, and probably give it much 
more of a Western direction. He will, 
for instance, he more decided than Ins 
father has been about tho Eastern 
question, and probably in a much more 
anti-Turkish sense. 



sia's throat, which fact may force the 
latter power to remain quiescent dur- 
ing tho struggle. Italy will probably 
find that her interests and those of 
Austria are identical. As for Turkey, 
she is notoriously bankrupt, has a 
badly officered army and a wretched

Audrassy Noto.the half-inspired Press 
has suddenly begun to hold very' dif- 
ferent language, declaring that Turkey 
has failed in her promises, that her 
Government is ineffective, and that al- 
though Russia cannot ' yet ,hclp tho 
South Slavonians, if they think the 
hour is arrived for a strugglo, she will 
throw no obstacles in their way. It is 
quite certain that such sentences 
would not bo ullowed to appear unless 
tho journals publishing them had very 
powerful protection and this protect- 
ion may well bo that of tho Heir-appar- 
ent. If it is, and ho is to be Regent, 
there is war imminent, for Servians, 
Boaniaus, HerzegovinianB, Morjteno- 
grius, and Bulgarian. Christians are 
only waiting for tho Bignal, and for 
that decided success in the insurrec- 
tion which appears at last to be at 
hand. Tho Turkish troops are evi- 
dently demoralized, whilo tho Bosnian 
Mohammedans, keep uttering throats 
of, massacre* which only rouse tho 
Christians' to frenzy. Tho Austrians 
cannotseo such a movement tranquilly, 
unless it is to end tho victory of men 
friendly to Austria, which Prince Nik- 
lta is not; Rand usaia cannot see it 
tranquilly, if it is. The Austrian Gov- 
ernment has many reasons to avoid 
war, but she cannot see South-Slavon- 
ian States formed on tho Danube un- 
der a Russian Protectorate; and if she 
sees it, will unquestionably incur the 
hazard of a campaign, even though 
l/rince Bismarck is looking on, master 
of the situation more full of elements 
of danger to all the world than that, 
which prevails at this moment in Eas 
tern Europe, or one in which the ac- 
cession of a Czar not devoted to peace 
would be more fatal to tho tranquility 
of a generation. Lord Derby says 
everything is all right, but then Lord 
Derby believed that if Austria threat- 
ened with sufficient heartiness the 
Herze^oviuian insurrection would din 
away, and it is not dying away, though 
Austria has threatened hard. It is 
succeeding, and its success must strain 
to the utmost that agreement between 
St. Petersburg and Berlin which, evon 
with Czar Alexander on tho throne, it 
has been so difficult to preserva.iu- 
tact. If he has, indeed, resolved to re 
tire for a timo from tlie direct govern- 
ment of his country, the "tension," as 
the diplomatists call it, may speedily 
prove uuondurablo, and an accident, a 
word, an ill-advised movement of 
troops may plunge nil Europe into 
hostilities. A struggle between Rus- 
sia and Austria for supremacy over tho 
South Slavonians would very speedily 
euvelopo the whole Continent in war.

Tbo rumour of Czar Alexander's ab- 
diction, either for a timo or for ever, 
which has been circulating all over 
Eu:ope for week, is still uncontradict- 
ed, and has prolmbl.v, therefore, some 
foundation. The Czar has been reign- 
ing for twenty ono years, and it is 
known that tho constitutional melan- 
choly which is the curso of his House, 
ami which has been further flayelogad 
iu his ov. n case by the repeated attacks 
upon his life, lias of late incrfaned, 
until tho burden of his position has ho- 
corao almost iuHufl'erable, and his 
gloom affects the whole fabric of Rus- 
sian government. His deep, immova- 
ble spline-is was noticed iu London in 
187't. and indeed it is wonderful that 
any Gztfr of Russia can do his daily 
work t\a this one has none it and keep 
his reason unimpaired The unique 
loneliness of the position —that of a 
man governing directly a vast empire 
on two continents, loaded at once with 
the power of an anciout Cieaar and tho 
work of a modem Premier, and the 
nenso of responsibility generated by 
modern culture 1 -must sooner or later 
Over-Ntraiu any mind, and terrible as 
the thought is, it ia, probable that no 
Cztir of Buasia since the death o' Alexia 
Romanoff has hoen throughout his life 
completely and uninterruptedly nano. 
Czar Alexander, satiated with power 
and success — for after all, he carried 
tho emancipation of tho Serfs, and still 
lives — weary of labor that can never 
end while he reigns, and oppressed by 
a climate which intensifies his melan- 
choly, may well contemplate retirement 
in favor of his sou; and if he contem- 
plates it seriously, all Europe may be 
profoundly affected by tho change. 
Tho Czar of Russia has not, it is true, 
tho perfectly independent volition of a 
Caliph in "Tho Arabian Nights." Ho 
is surrounded by a group of state.s- 
mon who are rarely changed, and who 
ma'ntain tho Russian tradition; ho is 
bound by ondleHS links to tlio past and 
to the future, find on nil tho greater 
nu stioriR ho must consult tho proju- 
dioos of bis people. But still ho istho 
ultimate bend of a vast empire, his will 



-recently pu-sued is becoming obvious 
Hitherto that Government, though 
suspected, of course, of secret designs, 
and tbou«b refusing to cenauro Gener- 
al IgnatielTfor the originalline he takeB 
at Constantinople, has contrived to 
keep friends with the Hapaburgs, and 
to support their policy of postponing 
a catastrophe in the south. It was un- 
derstood by Lord Derby as well as by 
the public that tho revolt in tho Her- 
zegovina was to bo' suppressed, and 
everything kept for the present as 
smooth as possible under tho circum- 
stances. It was known, however, that 
this adhesion to Austrian views was 
very irksome to the Czar, who did not 
want to lose his prestige as "first 
friend" of ull the Slaves, and who sus- 
pected the Hapsburgs of desiring ter- 
ritorial extension, and recently events 
have made it nearly unendurable. First, 
tho Russian embassy, in its suspicious 
ness of Austrian plans, purchased, in 
an underhand way, certain maps kept 
jealously secret by tho Court of Vienna, 
showing the precise location of the 
army in tha event of an Austrian occu- 
pation of Bosnia,— maps which, it is 
whispered, show that tho military stall' 
contemplated Russian resistance to 
their plans as an imminent possibility. 
So fierce has been tho bitterness pro- 
duced by this scandal, which has, how- 
ever, many precedents, that M. Novi- 
koiT.rhe Russia, 1 Ambassador in Vienna 
has resigned, and rumors of a rupture 
between the two Courts have startled 
all Eastern Europe. Then the insur- 
gents in tho Herzegovina peremptorily 
refused all concessions, and when tho 
Governor of Dalmatia, after a person- 
al conference with tho Emperor at 
Vienna, was sent to convince them 
that they must yield, they bluntly re- 
fused, and instead defeated llukhtar 
Pasha, and so closely hesoiged Nicies 
that tlio victualling of that fortress has 
bceoine tho first object of the campaign. 
Under the tacit agreement between 
tho two Powers, this unruly conduct 
should have been disapproved in any 
but the most perfunctory manner. On 
the contrary, the Russian agents koep 
suggesting that the best conclusion to 
the affair would bo to annex Bosnia 
and tho Herzegovina to Montenegro, 
Prince Nitika in return accepting a 
position of vassalage toward the Porte, 
like that of tho Prince of Roumania or 
tho Princo of Servia. He would 
be, in fact, an independent Prince, 
(laying a minute tribute. That 
solution would secure, no doubt, all 
that tho insurgents wish, and strip 
away one more groat province from 
Turkey without avowedly dismember- 
ing her empire; Hut then tho now Prin- 
cipality would have nt its head a 
friend of Russia, and Austrian ambi- 
tion would be perman entry foiled. It 
would ho nearly impuaaiblo for Aus- 
tria to boar this arrangement, as tho 
ruler of Bosnia, tho Herzegovina, and 
Montenegro would have for' his .irst 
object the possession of tho natural 
coast, Dalmatia, now au Austrian pro- 
vince, and would find thousands of 
sympathisers in Dahnutia itself, a pro- 
vince which is not -very heartily loyal.

A pressure of 
great power will destroy India rubber, 
causing it to break or split up into small 
pie.-es, losing its elasticity entirely. No 
such re&ult follows in the ease of cork,, 
iproperly prepared . Cork is first snaked 
n a mixture of water and molasses, which 
gives it some softness and permanent 
mdistur©.. It is then cut into discs eight 
inches in diameter. As many of these as 
are needed ard put into a east-iron box, 
an iron lid applied, lid aud corks having 
a hole in the center, tho corks aro pressed 
down to half their original thickness, a 
bolt is run through the center aud nut aud 
screws hold them in place. A spiing 
thus formed, tested by a ten tons pres- 
sure, shows an elasticity like compressed 
air.

LAST NIGHT'S DISPATCHES. 

CALIFORNIA. 

Sax FitAN-cisco, May 2'J.— Nineteen 
cases of small pox have boon reported 
up to dalo, two of which were China- 
men. Fivo deaths bavo occurred, in- 
cluding ono Chinaman. The health 
oilicors take a serious view of the mat- 
ter and aro taking all requisite means 
to prevent the spread of tho conta- 
gion. 

A child was born a few weeks since 
in the valley back of tho Mission 
whose head was the exact counterpart 
of that of an ox. The child died on 
tho third day after its birth. It sur- 
vived its' mother nearly two days,hoW- 
evor, for when she was injudiciously 
shown her offspring she was so shock-' 
ed that sho was soized with convulsions 
which terminated fatally a few- hours 
afterwards. • ' 

The steamship Gtelic from Chi- 
na ami Japan arrived to-day with 597 
Chinese in tho steerage. 

Judge Sawyer, of tho U. S. Circuit 
Court, rendered a decision this foi'e- 
noou in tho caso of Green vs. Maguiro, 
the plaintiff being tho colored man 
who was refused admission by Ma- 
guire into his theatre some months 
ago, and who brought suit under tho 
Civil Rights Act in consequence. The 
decision was oral and in it Judge Saw- 
yer declared that the portion of the 
Act of Congress providing that any 
manager of a theatre or similar insti- 
tution should bo guilty of misdemea- 
nor who should refuse admission to 
any colored person wns unconstitution- 
al and void. Tho Judgo quoted and 
read at somo longth Supremo Court de- 
cisions iu similar cases in which opin- 
ions were oxprossed coinciding with 
his own. District Attorney Vuii-Buron, 
for plaintilf, gave notice of appeal of 
the case. 

Admiral Rogers has placed his flag- 
ship at tho disposal of tho central 
committee for the sham battle on the 
3d of July, and will probably also as- 
sign tho Portsmouth to participate in 
the cannonading. The training ship 
Jamestown will probably augment tho 
fleet.

EUROPE. 
LcxnoN, May Sp« — Tho following has 
just boon received from Constantinople: 
ft is oflioially announced that by tho 
unanimous will of tho pooplo Abdul Aziz 
hus been dethroned and tho heir presump- 
tive, Murad Effendi, proclaimed Sultan. 

The Porte hits instructed its Ambassa- 
dor to Austria, who is at PoHth, to remou- 
strato against tho expected ollicial com- 
munication of tho Berlin memorandum 
as Turkey would bo obliged to totally 
doeline its proposal. Tho Porte instructs 
its ombassudor to declare that interven- 
tion of the friendly powers is thoroughly 
inadvisable. The Porto cites soveral rea- 
sons why tho proposition cannot be ad- 
mitted, tho principal of which are thnt 
two months' armistice would only revive 
tho ipaotivity of the insurgents who aro 
now disheartened by defeat, and that tho 
sovereign rights of the Sultan include 
free action with regard to tho disposition 
of his army and the Sultan could never 
submit to such interference with these 
rights as would prohibit him from mov- 
ing troops within his own territories 
whenever ho considered it necessary. 

CoNSTANTiNui'Li;, May ilO. — Afternoon . 
— The dethroned Sultan is kept under 
guard in a mosque at the extremity of the 
Seraglio. Tho ministers iu formed Murad 
Effendi that be was proclaimed Sultan ou 
Monday night. The popular demonstra- 
tion took place next morning, but no 
resistance was offered to tho new regime.

The Pull Mall Gazelle says a private 
telegram stitos that tho revolution in Con- 
stantinople w.is effected without the dis- 
turbance of public tranquility. 

In tho Hours of Commons this p. m. 
BfUirkw, Under-Secretary for iho Foreign 
Department, in reply to a question, said 
the Turkish Ambassador at London and 
the English Ambassador at Constantino- 
ple had informed Lord Derby of the de- 
thronement of tilt: Sult.au and a procla- 
mation of Murad Effendi as his succes- 
sor. No further particulars of the move- 
ment have boon received, hut a simulta- 
neous telegram from Salonica announces 
that tho proclamation of Murad was re- 
ceived there with general approval. 

Paris, May 30. -Le Temps slates that 
the message in cypher notifying the Turk- 
ish Kriibassy here of tho deposition began 
us follows: — "Wo, Abdul Aziz, o informs 1 
blv whh the wishes of the majority of oar 
subjects, abdicate.." This was limned late- 
ly communicated to Duo Do Cusis, Minis- 
ter of Foreign Affairs.' The Embassy abo 
received a message stating that the Softas 
fust required tho Sultau to relinquish tho 
title of Caliph which rendered him invio- 
lable Tho Sultan soon afterwards abdi- 
cated. 

Washington, May 30. —His Highness 
tho Grand Vizier has'just addressed the 
following telegram to the Turkish Minis- 
ter here: "In the preseneo of tho unani- 
mous will of nil the peoplo Abdul Aziz 
Khan has been dethroned to-day, find His 
Maji-sty the Sultan Munid, heir presump- 
tive to the Imperial tliTOlier, has been pro- 
claimed Emperor of Turkey." 

Pabis, May 30. — Tho Ivenina J^etts says 
the situation' in Constantinople is well re- 
ceived in both political and financial cir- 
cles, it is believed that the sottlemont of 
tho Eastern difficulties is thereby facilitat- 
ed. It is slated that tho new Turkish 
Ministry will corapriso Madhat Pasha as 
Grand Vizier, ami Sadyk Pasha, nt pro- 
sent Ambassador to Franco, as Minister of 
Pipagce. Acoording to rftPRrto published 
in Cologne Modhat Pasha aud the Grand 
Vizier woro at the head of tho revolution- 
ary movements.

The African Coast. 

The surf on the African coast, says 
a letter writer, is over a wonder and a 
danger. Thoro is no coast in any part 
of tho world which possesses less ports 
or harbors of refuge. You may travel 
a thousand miles almost without hud- ' 
ing a cove or harbor where a ship 
could anchor quietly without being 
rocked by the surf waves. Try along 
the whole of tho grain, tho ivory, tho 
gold and the slave coasts ancjl there is 
not ono port. But, fortunately for 
ships trading lo those places, there is 
seldom a hurricane blowing, so that 
they are able to anchor about a mile 
from shore. There is never any dead 
calm, though the sea in the morning 
is stirred lip into - wavelets 
by tho breeze from bfceanward. 
During tho night it is moved b}* 
the laud breeze, so thut ships anchoring 
in the roadsteads aro ever to bo seen roll- 
ing uneasily; tliey are never .it re- 1 Un- 
ceasingly the long Lines of wave* are to be 
trace, I rolling onward to tho shore, jnh tier- 
ing strength as they advance nearer, until, 
reupiving the ebbing w.it 9f8 flowing from 
tho beach from preceding sens, thoro is a 
simultaneous coiling and rolling, and at 
onco tho long lino of waves. is precipitated 
with a furious roar on the land. Where 
tho water meets a rock a tall tower of spray 
and foam is suddenly reared,; >tho wave 
line is broken and is in mad confusion. 
Where tho bench is smooth aud of sand 
you may tracer straight; unbroken lino 
of foam nearly a inilu long. . 

Divino in rim Ooban poiiFbesh Water. 
One of the hottest rogitins of tho earth is 
along the Persian gulf, where little or no 
rain falls. At Bahrein the arid shoro has 
no /rush water; yet a comparatively nu- 
merous population contrives to exist thoro, 
tbanks to numerous springs which burst 
forth from tho bottom of tho sea. Tho 
fresh water is got by diving. The diver, 
sitting in his boat, w inds a grejit goatskin 
bag around his left firm, the h-Ilul grasp- 
ing its moutli; then ho takes in his right 
hand a heavy stout) to which is attached r» 
long line, and thus equipped lie plunges 
in and qsjiokly reaches the bottom. In- 
stantly opening the bag over tho strong 
jot of fresh water, ho tquings up in tho 
aseonding current, at the mine time clos- 
ing tho bag and is hulped ou board. Tho 
stone is then hauled up, and tho divor 
aftor taking breath, plunges 'ngaiii. Tho 
source of those copious submarine springs 
is thought do bo in tho green hills of 
Oman, noaw 500 or 000 miles distant.
